Solicitations for donations, pledges, special subscriptions 
and advertising’ rackets will be carefully investigated and should re­ 
ceive approval from th e .association office after a thorough and im­ 
partial investigation of their merits have been completed before they 
are ¿¿ven a hearing by those solicited. 
A very complete questionnaire has been designed by the associa­ 
tion office to be filled out by such solicitors. The questionnaire seeks 
such informtaion as will establish the responsbnlity of those soliciting 
and the worthiness of the cause for which the solicitation is made. 
No one whose responsibility and worthiness is above reproach need 
have any fear of the consequences of the investigation.
